HE poker-face diplomatic tussle cen- 
tred on Moscow, arousing hopes that 
cessation of hostilities in Korea might

Bone Growth 


Certain other tests are Im- 
portant in children, such as X- 
rays of the wrist, to determine 
if bone growth is progressing 
normally. 


Special tests can be carried 
out to determine if al the 
vitaming aro. present. There 
are methods of deterrmining the 
amounts — of vitamin A and 
vitamin C.in the blood. Un- 
fortunately, tests for vitamin 
B-1 in the blood. as -well as 
tests for riboflavin or nlucin, 


which ore parts of the vitamin 
B-complex, are, not avallable. 


On the other hand, there aro 
certain symptoms which may in- 
dicate that such deficiencles are 
Present. For ¢xample, ten- 
derness jn the muscles of the 
calf of the leg may be an early 
sign of vitamin B-1 deficiency. 
Inflammation of the lps and 
of the ining membrane of the 
tyes, or ‘conjunctiva, may jne 
dicate — riboflavin deficiency. 
Skin inflammation, sore tongue, 
and sore mouth are symploms 
of a lack of nincin. 


Failure to Eat 


Malnutrition comes from the 
fajlure to cat enough of all of 
the neecssary foods, but it may 
also occur because foods are 
not taken up and used by the 
body, or because — some con- 
dition, such as diarrhoea, {s 
present which = causes the los 
of food materials. 


Before any sintement can be 
made about na person's nutri- 
tion, it fs necessary that a 
thorough study b> macia by the 
physician, After such a siudy, 
he not only can determine the 
cause of the diMiculty but also 
prescribe - the necessary 
rective mensures.
